fter the brilliant 

hosting of the tour- 

nament by the 
Portuguese, the fairytale 
victory of the Greeks and 
the glorious uncertainty of 
outcomes which saw all the 
pre-tournament favourites 
eliminated, it seems churl- 
ish to describe Euro 2004 
as the worst ever. 

But I wonder what we will 
remember about this tourna- 
ment in a few years time? In 
the short run the tactical 
effect of the tournament on 
the development of the game 
is likely to be essentially 
negative. 


This was the biggest 
upset until this year’s Greek 
victory. 
‘Apart from one see-saw- 
ing game between the Czech 
Republic and Holland, 
which was heavily influ- 
enced by the decision to send 
off 2 Dutch player when they

‘That tournament got off to 
a cracking start when 
England led Portugal two-nil 
only to be destroyed by some 
magic from Louis Figo and 
his mates.

‘but went on to win the title 
beating Germany in the 


only six games, disciplined 
organisation, ferocious man- 
marking and negative strate- 
gies, allied with quick 
breakaways and set-pieces 
can win titles, 

It is the equivalent of 
flooding and tagging in 
Australian Rules. 

Imagine this happening 
every week in league match- 
es. It would drive the crowds 
away in droves. 

There were some posi- 
tives of course. The emer- 
gence of Wayne Rooney as a 
goalscoring star at intema- 
tional level, the scintillating 
forward play of Christiano 
Ronaldo, the demonstration 
that Pavel Nedved is worthy 
of all the accolades and con- 
firmation that Ricardo 
Carvalho is a brilliant 
defender, though he and his 
fellows could not stop the 
Charisteas’s header in the 
final. 

Giorgos Seitaridis, the 
Greek full back also had an 
excellent tournament, 

‘The failure of the stars is 
often put down to the num- 
ber of games they have to 
play in the regular season, 
which means they come into 


a summer tournament 
exhausted and often carrying 
chronic injuries. 

Less often mentioned is 
the fact that many of them 
will have had to peak for 
league and cup deciders and 
Champions League or UEFA 
Cup matches in the weeks 
leading up to the touma- 
ment. It is hard in any sport 
to peak twice in such a short 
time, 

Ttis generally agreed that 
the Italian, Spanish and 
English premier leagues are 
the strongest in Europe. Yet 
it is more than two decades 
since the national team from 
any of these countries won a 
‘major competition. The last 
was Ttaly’s victory in the 
World Cup in 1982. 

One reason for this is 
probably the number of for- 
eign stars who now play for 
the top teams in each of 
these countries. This makes 
it extremely difficult for 
young domestic talent to 
gain the experience of play- 
ing at the top level in league- 
challenging positions or 
Champions League matches 
which increasingly set the 
standard required for perfor- 
mance at the highest level. 

It is noticeable that many 
of the Greek players this 
year had that experience 
since the big three teams in 
Greece, —_Panathaniakos, 
Olympiakos and AEK are 
regulars in that competition. 

Football fans want to see 
their teams winning, and it is 
often asserted that they don’t 
care how this is done, An 
Australian colleague of 
Greek extraction said, ‘1 
found the way the Greeks 
approached the tournament 
exciting. 

The way they executed 
their tackles was brilliant 
and it’s bloody hard to keep 
up that level of harassing and 
chasing for 90 minutes’. In 
the final Greece had one shot 
on goal, Portugal had ten.

OLYROO SQUAD SET TO IGNITE SURPRISES

‘ith the Athens Olympics a lit- 
fle over a month away, 
Australian coach Frank 


Farina is close to confirming his 18-man 
squad for the 16-team tournament that 
will pit the worlds best under 23 talent 
against each other. 

In what will be his first tilt at Olympic 
glory as a coach, Farina will be keen to 
eradicate Australia’s recent showings on 
the Olympic stage, after the Olyroos stum- 
bled at the first hurdle in Atlanta 1996, 
and Sydney 2000. 

The general feeling from Australia,s 
soccer punditry is that the current crop of 
youths at Farina’s disposal is a shade 
weaker than what has been available pre- 
viously. 

‘Thus far, the Athens 2004, edition of 
the Olyroos has been viewed with doubt 
and scepticism from the Australian media, 
but that is not to say that Farina has not got 
reputable talent to choose from. 

In goals, Farina has experimented with 
three ‘keepers’ in the under 23's qualifica- 
tion campaign and lead up matches. 

Unquestionably, the favourite for the 
number one jersey is Mark Schwarzer’s 
Middlesbrough understudy Brad Jones. 

Having snubbed January’s Oceania 
qualification campaign to focus on his 
club commitments ia England, Jones bas 
since shown the pedigree necessary to 


warrant the tag as top Olyroo custodian, 

National league regulars Eugene 
Galekovic of South Melbourne and 
Michael Tumbull of Marconi are likely to 
tussle for the role of reserve goalkeeper, 
with Galekovic favourite due to his hefty 
role in January’s qualifiers. 

In defence, Farina will be quite content- 
ed with the players at his disposal. 

Tn their last nine matches, Farina’s men 
have conceded just two goals, a record far 
superior to any nation being represented at 
the Athens games. 

‘Ten defenders have been used by Farina 
this campaign and some seem more likely 
than others to be packing their bags for the 
Greek capital. 

With skipper Ljubo Milicevic all but 
ruled out of contention through injury and 
Patrick Kisnorbo a doubtful starter due to 
a lingering suspension, the tole of defen- 
sive linchpin falls at the feet of central 
pairing’ Adrian Madaschi and David 
Tarka. 


After missing out on selection for 
January's qualifiers, Madaschi has shown 
fine form for the Olyroos in friendly inter- 
nationals with Greece and Tunisia and was 
most recently seen nodding in a few goals 
for the Socceroos in Adelaide. 

English based Tarka was also rewarded 
forhis consistency with a Socceroo call up 
last month and has featured heavily in all 
under 23 matches thus far. 

Fellow defenders Jade North of Perth 


Glory fame and Danish based winger 
Shane Cansdell-Sherriff are near certain- 
ties to fill the wingback roles, having both 
shown vast consistency throughout the 
‘Olyroos lead up. 

With Socceroo captain Craig Moore 
almost certain to be included as an over- 
age player, Farina is left to ponder which

of the following to embrace as squad play- 
ers throughout the tournament, 

Jon McKain, Michael Thwaite, Gareth 
‘Edds and Michael Beauchamp are the con- 
tenders, with the two former players fea- 
turing more prominently in January’s 
qualifiers, particularly McKain, who 


shone brightly in Milicevic’s absence 
against New Zealand. 

‘Australia’s midfield options are just as. 
extensive, with Farina able to call on a glut 
of options. 

Bristol City workhorse Luke Wilkshire 
is a near certainty, not only for a spot in 
the team but also for the captaincy. 

‘The former English Premiership player 
was a pillar of strength for theAustralians 
against New Zealand and forged a com- 
fortable combination with Inter Milan’s 
Carl Valeri in the centre of the park. 

Valeri, a more: defensive option than 
Wilkshire, showed maturity beyond his 
tender years in January and will be 
unlucky to miss out on selection next 
month, 

Just as certain is the appearance of 
Marsden Medal winner Ahmad Elrich, 
‘who has gone from strength to strength 
since debuting for the senior team in 
Caracas last February. 

Elrich’s pace and attacking flair down 
the right flank offers an exciting option for 
Farina and many expect the Parramatta 
Power man to cause quite astir in Athens. 

On the left side, Farina is likely to 
experiment with Feyenoord bound Alex 
Brosque and Auckland hero Ryan 
Griffiths. 

Both players offer a goal scoring touch 
to the Australian line up, particularly 
Griffiths, who was in electric form for the 
Olyroos in their recently completed tour of 


Switzerland. 

Crystal Palace new recruit Socceroo 
‘Tim Cahill is tipped to land the overage 
midfielders role, leaving Farina with a 
host of quality to call up.as caver. 

Nick Carle was nothing short of sensa- 
tional in January and will be very unlucky 
not to land a spot in the final 18 but from 
close reports have stated that he was not 
given the nod. 

Farina will also consider the claims of 
Spase Dilevski, Wayne Srhoj, Matt 
McKay, Anthony Danze and Fred Agius 
for his final squad. 

Up front is where Australia look a little 
thin, but not threadbare. 

Australia’s best attacking options look 
to rest with Norwegian based Dylan 
MacAllister and Dutch based Brett 
Holman, both of whom hit the target with 
frequency in January's qualifiers. 

The option of playing the aforemen- 
tioned Brosque and Carle in attacking 
roles gives Farina some flexibility, 
although it appears likely that Osasuna 
marksman John Aloisi will be receiving a 
call up to fill the Olyroos goal scoring 
void. 

Former Young Socceroo captain Scott 
McDonald will also come into considera- 
tion, so to Croatian based striker Anthony 
Pelikan and FC Koln target man Joshua 
Kennedy, who was used by Farina in the 
Olyroos first friendlies against Spain and 
Turkey in 2003.

Highland Football 
Academy

f imitation is the sincerest form of 
Je: then the Australian and 

Victorian Institutes of Sport have 
been a significant influence in the 
world game. 

In the highlands of Scotland there is 
one of three academies of football 
which derive some of their inspiration 
from their Australian predecessors. 

‘The other two are attached to Scottish 
Premier Division giants, Rangers and 
Heart of Midlothian, 

The Highland Football Academy in 
Dingwall is unique in that itis linked to 
two clubs, Ross County and Inverness 
Caledonian Thistle, the latter of which 
finished top of Division One in the 
Scottish Football League and is current- 
ly engaged in a battle to achieve promo- 
tion to the Scottish Premier League. 

The clubs and their predecessors 
were long-term rivals but they have 
come together to support the Academy 
and its Development Manager, Rod 
Houston. 

Rod Houston was a good amateur 
player, buta born teacher and coach and 
he was head-hunted to make sure the 
tiew Academy would tum from a dream 
and a set of buildings into a functioning 
enterprise for the whole of the Highland 
Region of Scotland, 

He has been determined to get the 
relevant infrastructure in place so that a

range of programs can be run through 
the organisation. 

As he points out, thirty years ago 
100,000 children entered the education- 
al system in Scotland each year, now 
there are only 50,000 so the nation has 


to make better use of every youngster if 
it is to prosper. 

The sporting bodies also must 
encourage the full personal develop- 
ment of everyone with whom they come 
in contact. 

Houston is driven by three aims. 

To allow each youngser to develop 
into a mature and healthy adult. 

To provide the correct infrastructure 
for the development of that person’s 
athletic and football abilities. 

To work closely with the schools so 
that a full general education occurs 
alongside the work being done on foot- 
ball skills. 

He is influenced by Swedish as well 
as Australian models and works closely 
with his former colleagueand long-time 
friend Ross Jack at the Scottish Institute 
of Sport to ensure that the very best 
standards are reached and maintained at 
the Highland Academy. 

“L-can get all the information I need 
from Ross Jack and his colleagues, 
without rushing round the world 
myself’, he said. ‘Football in this coun- 
try and this region has to maintain itself. 

Itisno use duplicating what the clubs 
or other organisations are doing, we 
have to make sure that we are providing 
the best of what we can do best’.

Rehhagel 
extended his 
contract with 
Greece shortly 
before 
2004 in 
Portugal. He has made no public statements about his future 
since Greece's triumph. 

“He is one of us,” Gagatsis said. “He believed in the 
Greeks and ... gave the players the wings they needed to win. 
All Greeks thank him for what he has done. He had the abil- 
ity to X-ray our opponents and read them well.” 

Pressure has been growing in Germany to hire Rehhagel 
before the country hosts the 2006 World Cup.
